erected, and an executioner from Bur- 
KOOS had arrived and superintended the 
fixing up o-f the bench, the post and the 
iron band Cor strangling, and the PHJUS 
people of Vergara were horrified by 
Anglolillob callous conduct. Finally he 
was led to the scaffold unrepentant, re- 
fusing priestly mmisteratlons with bis 
last breath.

Prisoner Ever In San 


Quentln.

Benjamin L. Hill, according to a dls- 


ipatch from San Quentin, is one of the 
most remarkable men, that has ever 
been in the penitentiary Awaiting the 
death penalty. 


The execution of Hill 13 set for next 


Friday, but no one aibout the prison be- 
lieves that on that day his body will 
dangle from the grallows In the old fur- 
niture factory, where 80 many tnen 
have plunged Into eternity to appease 
the wrath of the law. 


Hill is one of the most extraordinary 


criminals ttiat ever has occupied a cell 
in murderers' row. There are six men 
there now, Theodoie Durrani among 
them, but none has exhibited the utter 
lack of concern, the indifference or the 
' nerve" that has marked the term of 
Benjamin L. Hill. 


WitSrin the confines of 'his narrow cell 


]' Hill sipemls his houis in prayer. To the 
AlrniBtrty he lifts his voice arnd askg 
forgiveness for the deed he commitfed 
when he shot his wife, who had prov- 
en fatthless to him. He loved her when 
| they ivere married just as nruch as a 
! man could love a woman, and he look- 
ed forHaid to a life of happiness whidh 
never came. 
She taunted him In her 


•smiEulness until his ardent lo%e for'Her 
was turn&fl to bitterness and hatred; 
then in a wild moment, smarting under 
the taunt, he shot her Hill was throun 
into jail and after a fair trial was con- 
demned to die upon the grallaws. He 
was received at the per.itentia.ry June 
9. 1S97, and not a. word of complaint 
has been made atout him by the guards 
or those who have been, compelled to ait- 
tend him. 


Hill> case is a peculiar one, and is 


rendered still more strange by the ab- 
sence of Governor Budd. Friends of 
the condemned man are making a fight 
lor his life, and have held out hopes to 
him that his sentence would be com- 
muted to life imprisonment. The Sal- 
vation Army has e\ meed on mteresOn 
Tns case, and it is not Improbable that 
he has embraced Its faith. Elsie Leslie, 
well known in Salvation. Army circles, 
bas visited the condemned man in the 
prison. 
A "petition for the commuta- 


tion of iiis sentence was sent to Gov- 
prnor Budd, but that official's absence 
leaves the master in the hands ot Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Jeter 


The prison authorities say that if Hill 


must go to the gallows next Friday he 
will go like a brave man; tlhat he tea 
never exhibited a trace of tear.

Supervisor J. H. Talcott's hay barn 


•WM totally destroyed by fire this fore- 
noon. The Joss to property is estimat- 
ed between ten and twelve thousand 
dollars and is only partially covered toy 
insurance. 


The barn was located back of tht 


dairy in Fruitvale and is about 100 feet 
from the cow stalls. It was a large 
building, ISC' feet long by 50 feet wide, 
with 23-foot posts. The barn had just 
been filed with hay and contained over 
700 tons. 
The fire was discovered at 8:40 this 


morning. One of the laborers who was 
working around the Ibarn detected the 
smell of smoke, which apparently came 
from the hay barn. As he raised the 
cry of -fire, the flames broke out irom 
the south end of the' long building. In 
a few moments the entire barn was in 
names and in less than fifteen min- 
utes after the first alarm was^ounded, 
the building was in ashes and the hay 
was more than half consumed. 


All effoits to save the building and its 


contents were useless 'be^re the fierce- 
ness of the flames and tne rnen direct- 
ed their efforts toward 
checking the 


fire's spreading. 


A stream of water was thrown on the 


adjoining buildings and as the wind 
was blowing in a favorable direction 
none of the buildings caught fire. 


As soon as the cry of flre was raised, 


A. C. Fay, the lessee of the property, 
telephoned to the fire department and 
the chemical engine from the Seven- 
teenth avenue station was sent to the 
scene of destruction. The engine pro- 
tected the sheds on one side while a. 
•tream of water from the private sup- 
ply wa» turned on the other buildings. 


The barn was built three years ago 


to replace one that had been burned 
down previously. It was a strong, sub- 
stantial building and was constructed 
to withstand wear and tear for many 
years. It cost originally »2,000. 


While the barn belonged to Mr. Tal- 


cott, the contents was the property of 
A. C. Fay, who leased the.building and 
grounds from him. He had just finish- 
ed filling the barn with hay and had 
laid in an extra supply to meet the 
demands of his increased dairy. Hay 
is now quoted at »15 a ton and as Fay 
carried an insurance for only Jo,000, his 
loss will mount up well into the thou- 
sands. 


The barn was Insured for $1,500. 
'Mr. Talcott's property was insured in 


the San Francisco Company and Mr. 
Fay's in the Royal Insurance. 


Several theories are advanced as to 


the cause of the fire. It is generally 
admitted 'by outsiders that the new 
hay became heated and caused spon- 
taneous combustion. The south, end, 
where the flames first broke out, was 
tightly locked and no one had entered 
the' place for three weeks, as it was 
closely packed with hay. 


The daily supply was taken from the 


north end and where a load was haul- 
ed away this morning about 7 o'clock, 
none of the men working around de- 
tected anything that would lead them 
to think that a flre was smouldering.

THE GROUND 


Supervisor Talcott's Hay Barn 


Is Totally Consumed ' 


by Flames. 


THE 
LOSS WILL 
BE HEAVY. 


Over Ten Thousand Dollars 


Worth of Property Is 


Destroyed. 


A SMALLAMOUNT OF INSURANCE 


The Conflagration Apparently 


Caused by Spontaneous 


Combustion. 


Supervisor J. K. Talcott's bay barn 


•**« totally destroyed by flrc this fore- 
noon. The loss to property ia estimat- 
ed between ten and twelve thousand 
dollars and la only partially covered "by 
insurance. 


The barn was located back of the 


dairy in Fruitvale and ia about 100 feet 
from the cow stall*. 
Ctt was a large 


building, 150 feet Ions by 50 feet wide, 
•with M^foot posts. The barn had just 
been filed with hay and contained over 
700 tons. 


Tne Ore was discovered at 8:40 this 


morning. One of the laborers who was 
working around the 'barn detected the 
ameli of smoke, which apparently came 
from the hay barn. As he raised the 
cry of -fire, the flames broke out from 
the south end of the' long building. In 
a few moments the entire barn was in 
flames and in less • than fifteen min- 
utes after the first alarm was^eounded, 
the building was in ashes and the hay 
was more than half consumed. 


Al! efforts to save the building and its 


contents were useless betere the fierce- 
ness of the flames and trfe men direct- 
ed their efforts toward checking 
the 


fire's spreading. 


A stream of water was thrown on the 


adjoining buildings and as the wind 
was blowing in a favorable direction 
none of the building: caught fire. 


As soon as the cry of fire was raised, 


A. C. Fay. the lessee of the property, 
telephoned to the fire department and 
the chemical engine from the Seven- 
teenth avenue station was sent to the 


- scene of destruction. The engine pro- 


tected the sheds on one side while a 
stream of water from the private sup- 
ply wai turned on the other buildings. 


The barn was built three years ago 


to replace one that had been burned 
down previously. It was a strong, sub- 
stantial building and was constructed 
to withstand wear and tear for many 
years. It cost originally $2,000. 


While the barn belonged to Mr. Tal- 


cott, the contents was the property of 
A. C. Fay, who leased the. building and 
grounds from him. He had just flnish- 
ed filling the barn with hay and had 
laid in an extra supply to meet the 
demands of his increased dairy. 
Hay 


is now quoted at $15 a ton and as Fay 
carried an Insurance for only Jo, 000, his 
losr. will mount up well into the thou- 
sands. 


The barn was Insured for $1,500. 
'Air. Talcott's property was insured in 


the San Francisco Company and Mr. 
Fay's in the Koyal Insurance. 


Several theories are advanced as to 


the cause of the fire. It Is generally 
admitted l>y outsiders that the new 
hay became heated and caused spon- 
taneous combustion. 
The south end, 


where the flames first broke out, was 
tigMly locked and no one had entered 
the place for three weeks, as it was 
closely packed with hay. 


The daily supply was taken from the 


north end and where a load was haul- 
ed away this morning about 7 o'clock, 
none of the men working around de- 
lected anything that would lead them 
|o think- that a lire was smouldering.
